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SHELTON 
RECEIVES SACS 
APPROVAL 

At a meeting in San 
Antonio, Texas, in 
December, Shelton State 
Community College 
received an unconditional 
reaffirmation of its 
accreditation status and 
official approval by the 
Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools of its 
merger with C.A. Fredd 
State Technical College. 

' S he major accrediting 
agency in the southeastern 


area of the United States is 
the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools 
(SACS)," said Shelton 
President Tom Umphrey. 
"Within that group, the 
Commission on Colleges 
(COC is the accrediting 
body for higher education 
in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, 

Texas, Virginia, and Latin 
America. The COC 
reaffirms accreditation only 
after careful evaluation of 
the educational quality of 
an institution," Umphrey 
said. 

"Shelton's merger with 
C.A. Fredd State Technical 
College, one of the nation's 
Historical Black (Colleges 
and Universities (HBCU), 
was completed this year, 
Referred to by SACS as a 
’substantive change, 1 the 
merger proceedings also 
had to be evaluated by the 
CO ‘ which meant another 
self-study, peer review, and 
final evaluation by the 
Executive Committee of 
the COC. Few institutions 
attempt to do reaffirmation 
and substantive change 
simultaneously. Time 
constraints, however, 
required that Shelton do 
both together, and both 
had a successful outcome," 
Umphrey said. 


he process leading to 
the reaffirmation began 
almost three years ago and 
involved all col lege 
employees. Our 
employees provided the 
energy, creativity, and 
professionalism that was 
necessary to help the 
college move toward the 
future. Their efforts 
presented a true 
comprehensive picture o 
the college in its ef forts to 
maintain high standards in 
all areas of its operations. 

In many ways, this 
reaffirmation and 
substantive change 
approval is testimony to all 
o : our employees and their 
efforts toward meeting the 
high standards of SACS," 
Umphrey said. 

According to Joyce 
Jolly, assistant self-study 
director and editor of the 
document, the entire 
process was time 
consuming and demanding, 
but the results were 
invaluable. "Our goal 
from the outset was to find 
ways and means to 
improve services and 
programs. We have 
already made significant 
quality changes since we 
completed our institutional 
self-study report,” Jolly 
said.
